Obtain maximum returns from dai­ 
ry cattle they not only must have 
good breeding and 
proper teed. 
but they must have kind treat­ 
ment. 
“ Every cow is a lady and 
should be treated as such. ’ he says. 
Milking, is a pleasant experience 
to a cow ii handled correctly, he 
points out. 
A nervous cow that 
is easily upset by changes in rou­ 
tine, or a normal cow that has been 
abused will show her anger at milk 
ing time by not “ letting down' hoi 
milk. 
Site may even stick her foot 
iii the milk pail ii hand milking 
still is in vogue. 
For the milker 
to get upset and kick or Ileal the 
cow onlv makes matters worse. 


MILK a** BEEFSTEAK FROM WOOD 


The aim of every milker is to 
get a good “ Jet down" of milk 
Let s see how this comes about. 
It involves the cow's nervous and 
hormone system. 
To get a proper “ let down.' mas 
sage the cow s udder with warm 
water (about IOO degrees). 
The 
Warm water plus the massage send: 
a stimulus (message) over the ner­ 
vous system to the cow s brain 
which in turn causes secretion of 
a hormone known as oxytocin. This 
hormone travels through the blood 
I stream to the udder and causes 
the small muscle 
fibers 
in the 
judder to contract, squeezing out 
tim milk and giving what is called 
a “ let down. " 
It this proper stimulation does 
marketing ino^ occur the whole chain of rear 
effect tor lions goes haywire and the cow is 
likely to “ hold tip her milk.” 
lf 
the cow 
has fallen, gets kicked, 
is clawed by a cat or chased and 
bitten by a dog, or suffers some 
other change in routine or impious 
ant association a different kind of 
hormone is secreted. This is known 
as the iright hormone— adrenalin 
It inactivates the smooth muscles 
from their proper response to oxy­ 
tocin and as a result the cow i 
said to he “ holding up her milk/’ ; 
A recent University of Minneso 
ta study has indicated that some 
cows may not have the capacity to 
produce the hormone oxytocin. The 
study also included a demonstra­ 
tion of the importance ot this hor­ 
mone by giving injections of oxy­ 
tocin just prior to each milking 
and thereby increasing substantial­ 
ly the production of the animals. 


Part-time farming can he profit 
able farming.

Grain farming seems to lit the 
schedule of the pan time fanner 
particularly miners 
very well. 
The miner can plant, care for. 
and harvest his grain when non- 
farm work is likely to be slack.

Do not wash 
the udder sooner than two minim - 
before attaching the milking ma­ 
chine because if there is a lone 
wait between stimulation and milk­ 
ing the effectiveness of the hor 
mono oxytocin is lost and there 
will be poor milk removal. 
3. Milk out rapidly. A fast milk­ 
ing cow with good 
“ let down’ 
should he milked in three to five 
min lites. 


4. Strip out the milk when the 
teat cups begin to crawl up and 
remove the machine when done to 
avoid injury to delicate tissues in­ 
side the teat.
